As set forth in the International Search Report, WO 2000/063251 discloses a 
composition comprising a lectin-interactive agent and an immune modulating agent, an 
antigen binding molecule and an immune modulating cell that modulates an immune 
response to the target antigen. Accordingly, WO 2000063251 defeats unity of 
invention, and restriction between the composition and methods of use as set forth 
above is appropriate.

If electing larger saccharides from the list above, further selection of one 
of: polylactosamine, polylactosamine carrying glycopeptides and modified plant 
pectin polysaccharide is required. 

If electing glycopeptides from the list above, further selection of one of 
lactose or galactose is required. 

Carbohydrate or carbohydrate containing molecule: selection of one of a specific 
carbohydrate set forth in claim 13 or 15.
